"I oaa not ai^ aach aboat the 
mackiaa ka kas parfBetad, kssauas he 
is my client, and besides be fears that 
tbe application will be stolen from 
the I'aicnt Office if |>eople come to 
know that bis invention is practicable. 

"I saw the machine one night last 
week at the inventor's invitatioo. It 
ia made of metal, is about 160 toet 
loag aad ia boilt to oany tflssa par- 
aoaa. Tkars was no mtmrt power as 
far as I could aee, certainly no ><team. 

"It is built on the seroiilane sys- 
tem, and ha.s two canva.'^s wings, 18 
feel wide, and a rudder, ghai)ed like 
a bird's tail.
